She also had two older brothers, 
both of whom have since passed away. The farm was 
located near Guernsey. 

She recalled that they went to school by horseback. 

The family later moved to Cheyenne. Her father 
opened a neighborhood grocery store. The children 
all graduated from Cheyenne High School. She did not 
recall the year they moved. The folks later moved 
to California. 

She married Maurice Veta in Torrington. They 
have been married 59 years. They lived in Torrington 
for 31 years .
